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KENNEDY’S BUDGET BIGGEST 
Expects 
'Modest 
Surplus 


WASHINGTON (I PI) — 
President Kennedy today 
sent Congress a $92.5 bil­ 
lion budget for the 19G3 fis­ 
cal year — biggest mer in , 
peacetime — but said he 
still hoped to eke out a 
“modest” $500 million sur­ 
plus. 


He called it a blueprint for na­ 
tional ‘‘growth and strength.” 


Kennedy’s first complete budget I 
called for repeal of the IO per! 
cent tax on train and bus travel, 
and a I-cent inc rease on both reg- i 
ular letter and air mail stamps, j 
Treasury Secretary Douglas Dil­ 
lon said the administration also 
hoped to cut income taxes early 
in 1963. 


Initial congressional reaction to 
the budget generally followed par- 
ty lines. Republicans rapped it as 
another pattern for big spending 
and scoffed at the forecast of a 
surplus, 
but 
most 
Democrats 
praised it as a model of fiscal 
responsibility. 
' 
Assumes Berlin Peace 


The new budget assumed that 
the Berlin crisis would be over 
by the end of June and that the 
nation's economy would expand 
steadily and fairly briskly for at 
least 18 months. 


Unless these assumptions are 
realized. Kennedy’s projected sur­ 
plus could be wiped out. Congress 
also could upset it by rejecting 
proposed revenue plans or fixing 
higher price tags for some pro­ 
grams.

consumed, at first believed that 
a television set short circuit had 
started the conflagration. Later 
conversation with Mrs. Jackson, 
however, indicated that she had 
first seen the fire near the ceiling 
of the living room. 
According to Jackson, a trash 
burner had been located outside 
the house about 15 feet from the 
north wall, giving rise to the 
theory that sparks from the burn 
er had gotten under the eaves 
and started the fire. 
A township ordinance requires 
that trash burners be located no 
closer than 50 feet from any 
dwelling and that they be of an 
approved design.

Sees India 
With Excess 
Of People

BOMBAY-Jan. 9 — Delayed - Everything 
they’ve ever said about India is true. 


As a land of startling and shocking contrasts 
it is a vast giant slowly—very slowly, we are s u re - 
emerging from the long sleep of the millenniums. 
But whatever the grandiose plans of Nehru and 
more enlightened leadership of the loose patch­ 
work of states of which this chunk of the world’s 
surface is composed, the awakening will be painful, 
at times disappointing, frequently frustrating. 


That India has become an important segment 
of our global political scenery in the past 15 years 
is almost an epochal happenstance. 


India’s problem still is people. 


You say it can’t be possible. 
But it’s more than possible. It is a stark, naked 
reality the world has known for untold centuries, 
the reality and the tragedy of India’s more than 
400 million people. 


Bombay, for example. Bombay is a beautiful 
city, especially the center portions of it where for 
the past decade have been rising new office build­ 
ings, apartment buildings, hotels, industrial struc­ 
tures. 


But beneath this beauty and beneath the mystic­ 
ism, the supernaturalness, the legend and the myth­ 
ology of the almost oppressive atmosphere of its 
Eastern religions, principally Hindu in Bombay but 
prevailing as well in the rest of India, there is a 
rottenness that becomes more depressing the longer 
the visitor lingers. 


This rancidness again relates to people. Not 
people as individuals. But to people and their In­ 
dian inheritance of squalor beyond Western imagi­ 
nation. 
Nobody knows exactly how many people com­ 
prise this great city of Bombay. 


Statistics about anything are hard to come by. 
The best estimate I could get as to the popula­ 
tion of Bombay was 4,000,000. It could be nearly 
twice that figure. 


From my three-day tour of the city which took 
me from fine hotels to the home of India’s richest 
industrialist to government offices to middle-class 
residential areas to the unspeakable slum regions 
to the off-bounds worlds of perpetual «sin as we 
know it unparalleled in the world, I would say a 
goodly half of these 4,000,000 people live in filth of 
the most revolting kind. 


It isn’t their fault. It isn’t the city’s fault. It 
isn’t the fault of the government. 


India simply has one of the world’s greatest 
surpluses of people. 
The vast majority of these people living in pov­ 
erty beyond our capacity to understand belong to 
the low caste, the Sudra caste, still known as the 
Untouchables. 


The upper classes — from Vaisa caste (people 
engaged in commerce) 
to the Kshatria caste 
(those identified with government and related 
fields) and the Brahmin caste (people known as the

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priestly class) — are from moderately to richly well 
off. 


The caste system per se has been discarded. 


Yet, in actuality and practice it still pretty 


' much exists. 


My puess would be that not for generations 
* can there be much hope for betterment of the lot 
of these low caste people who live with their cows 
* and pigs and chickens in endless m iles of bamboo 
; and cow-dung buts in not only Bombay but in most 
* of India. 


Indeed, they live not so well as their animals 
. protected from harm ’s way by nearly 4,000 years 
’ of religious belief, custom and tradition. 


The many and variegated com m ercial districts 
of downtown Bombay resem ble nothing so much as 
Tim es Square on New Year’s Eve. Every day from 
morning to night, that is. 


Again it’s people. They jam the streets, the 
boulevards, the bay drives. 
There is much incongruity in all of this. Many 
of the people are going to their offices, to their clubs, 
to their theatres, to their work, to their shopping 
pleasures. 
Most of them are g o i n g nowhere, however. 
There’s simply nowhere to go. They walk or sit 
or squat or sleep on the sidewalks night and day. 
Again, it must be said, these teem ing thousands 
are of the low class. 


My idea as I started this communique from the 
Far East where I am spending a month as a m em ­ 
ber of a newspaper editors’ study mission, was to 
see, if possible, a lighter side to these enormous 
problems of India. 
Perhaps there is a light side. 
The government, for example, is instituting 
long-range studies and programs to create hous­ 
ing, to wipe out widespread illiteracy, to gradually 
help the economic status of the 400 million people 
of India. 
But it will tx1 a tough and long haul. Whatever 
Prim e Minister Nehru’s political dynam ism , his oc­ 
casional blustering and his double talk on global af­ 
fairs, the fact rem ains that the m asses of India 
are an inherently passive people. 
They’re not looking for something. They’re sim ­ 
ply standing or sitting or waiting for destiny to 
look after them. This is their religion, their phi­ 
losophy, their inheritance from a long, long past.
